Students,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Junior  year,  may  elect  to  continue 
the  Mathematical  course,  or  to  commence  the  study  of  French  in  place  thereof. 
Those  who  elect  to  study  French  will  be  required  to  pursue  the  same  regularly 
ihrough  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  in  order  to  graduate. 


Irregular  Students. 

Students  may,  under  the  control  of  the  Faculty,  pursue 
such  studies  of  the  Term  as  may  be  selected  by  their  pa- 
rents or  guardians,  in  connection  with  the  classes  regularly 
2- 
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pursuing  those  studies.  But  no  student  may,  without  ex- 
press permission  of  the  Faculty,  have  more  or  fewer  than 
three  recitations  daily,  and  none  will  be  permitted  to  grad- 
uate who  have  not  gone  through  the  whole  of  the  regular 
course. 

Sabbath-day  Instruction. 

All  students  are  required  to  recite  a  Bible  lesson  on  the 
Sabbath,  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  to  attend  Divine  Service, 
at  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

.Departments  of  Instruction. 

Each  Professor  has  the  charge  and  control  of  all  the 
instruction  in  his  own  Department,  as  well  in  the  Prepar- 
atory Course  as  in  the  College  Classes. 


Applicants  for  any  advanced  standing  must  sustain  an 
examination  on  the  various  branches  to  which  the  classes 
which  they  propose  to  enter  have  attended. 

Testimonials  of  good  moral  character  are  required.  If 
the  applicant  has  been  a  member  of  another  College,  he 
must  bring  with  him  a  certificate  of  having  been  regularly 
dismissed,  free  from  censure. 

Literary  and  Scientific  Societies. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the 
University,  the  Athenian  and  Philomathean ;  each  of  which 
has  a  Hall,  and  Library  which  contain  1400  volumes.  In 
these  societies  the  students  are  trained  to  habits  of  extem- 
poraneous speaking,  and  to  the  proper  modes  of  conducting 
business  in  deliberative  assemblies.  The  Union  Literary 
Society,  consisting  of  younger  students,  has  been  recently 
formed,  and  has  made  the  commencement  of  a  library  and 
cabinet  of  minerals.  There  is  also  a  Natural  History  So- 
ciety, the  object  of  which  is  to  promote  a  spirit  and  taste 
for  the  different  branches  of  physical  science. 
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Public  Exercises. 

At  the  end  of  the  winter  term,  the  Athenian  and  Philo- 
mathean  Societies  have  a  public  contest,  and  the  Union 
Literary  Society,  and  the  Junior  and  Sophomore  Classes 
have  each  an  exhibition. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  besides  the  commence- 
ment exercises,  the  Athenian  and  Philomathean  Societies, 
the  Cuvierian  Society  and  the  Society  of  Alumni  have  each 
public  addresses. 

College  Terms  and  Vacations. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  three  Terms.  The 
annual  commencement  is  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  August, 
after  which  there  is  a  vacation  of  six  weeks.  The  first 
Term  commences  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the 
autumnal  vacation,  and  continues  to  about  the  21st  of  De- 
cember, when  there  is  a  vacation  of  two  weeks.  The  se= 
cond  Term  begins  at  the  expiration  of  the  winter  vacation, 
and  continues  until  the  first  Wednesday  of  April,  when 
there  is  a  vacation  of  four  weeks.  After  the  expiration  of 
the  spring  vacation,  the  third  Term  commences  and  con- 
tinues to  the  commencement. 

Expenses. 

The  expenses  of  a  student  will  depend  much  on  his  habits 
of  economy.  The  following  is  a  list  of  necessary  items  of 
expense:  Tuition  is  $10  per  Term;  Boarding  is  from  $1 
to  $1.50  per  week;  Washing,  lights,  fuel  and  bedding  from 
$12  to  $15  per  year.  Hence  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  Academic  year,  exclusive  of  furniture,  books,  and 
clothes,  will  be  from  $85  to  $105.  Tuition  fees  must  be 
paid  in  advance. 

Parents  and  guardians  are  advised  that  students  have 
need  of  very  little  spending  money.  In  cases  of  useless, 
extravagant,  or  injurious  expenditure,  the  debts  contracted 
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ought  not  to  be  paid.  It  is  advised  that  funds  for  the  use 
of  students  be  put  into  the  hands  of  some  judicious  friend, 
or  College  officer. 

Location. 

The  village  of  Athens  is  a  peculiarly  desirable  site  for  a 
Public  Institution  of  Learning.  It  is  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  Hockhocking.  about  thirty  miles  from  the  Ohio  river, 
and  in  its  position  is  elevated  and  healthful,  command- 
ing a  scenery  eminently  picturesque  and  beautiful.  Its 
population,  which  has  been  mainly  drawn  together  by  the 
University,  consisting  of  about  1000  persons,  is  distinguish- 
ed for  intelligence,  refinement  and  morality. 

The  Ohio  University,  located  in  the  midst  of  such  a  pop- 
ulation, and  removed  from  the  great  thoroughfares  of 
travel,  affords  the  best  security  to  the  morals  of  Students, 
and  the  happiest  facilities  for  the  formation  of  studious  and 
intellectual  habits.  The  fact  that  the  student  is  withdrawn 
from  the  excitement  and  bustle  attending  the  arrival  and 
departure  of  steamboats  and  rail  road  cars,  and  from  the 
society  of  the  vicious  and  contaminating,  too  often  found  in 
their  train,  far  more  than  compensates  for  the  slight  addi- 
tional difficulty  in  reaching  a  seat  of  education,  where 
youth  will  be  removed  from  temptations  which  they  are 
prepared  but  feebly  to  resist. 

Improvements. 

The  University  Buildings  have  been  put  in  perfect  re- 
pair, and  the  grounds  have  been  enclosed  and  beautified; 
and  other  improvements  have  been  made  conducive  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  students,  and  the  cultivation  of  their 
taste. 

The  third  story  of  the  West  building  has  been  fitted  up 
and  exclusively  devoted  to  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
and  Natural  History.  Valuable  accessions  have  recently 
been  made  to  the  several  Cabinets  in  this  Department.
